WASHINGTON, May 9.—National guardsmen of 


three states; Arizona, New Mexico and Texas were called 
out by President Wilson today to aid in protecting the 
border against Mexican raiders. In addition practically 
all remaining mobile troops of the regular army were or- 
dered to join the border forces. 


By these orders approximatey 8,000 additional 


troops were placed under Major General Funston's com- 
mand. Behind the orders is the plain intimation by ad- 
ministration officials that the whole strength of the na- 
tional guard will be similarly employed if necessary. 


The orders <wera issued after a brief conferences between President 


Wilson and Secretary Baker over a joint report from Generals Scott and 
Funtson at El Paso. These two officers stated that ttie Glenn Springs raid 
made it plain tltat*the border guard must be materially Increased.

•tump bad burned away, but, to bis 
•urpr.se. the broken ledge of black 
rock Just above It had been trans- 
formed Into a glowing bed of coals. 
The rock, in fact, had caught fire 
and was burning. 


Tbe hunters carried the story of 


the burning rock to Obadlah Core, a 
blacksmith 
of Wflkes-Barre. and 


Obadiah put some of tbe black rock 
of his pasture into his forge- and It 
bunted. - It was half a generation 
later th«t Judge- Jesse Fells, ot 
Wilkes-Barre. used this black rock 
as a fuel in tbe manufactured nails. 
It twas another half a generation be- 
fore local enthusiasts floated two 
targe loads of this rock coal down 
to Philadelphia and ottered it for 
sale. It was tried by several house- 
holders without , success and finally 
broken up and 
used for graveling 


garden walks. 


It was less than a century ago 


that these pioneers in the anthracite 
region built a grate that made it 
possible to get sufficient draft be- 
neath this hard coal to make it burn. 
This was the forerunner of all those 
hundreds of thoueanda of furnaces 
that burn only anthracite coal. It 
was the thing that built an industry 
m -7hich is invested a billion dol- 
lars, which 
a hundred mlllon 


a year, and which produces freights 
for railroads amounting to half that 
eum annually. 


It is upon this rock that burns, 


this coal of great hardness, that has 
ibeea built that remarkable commun- 
ity which supports such towns as 
Scranton, Wilkes-Barre, Carbondale, 
Hazleton Pottsville, and a dozen 
others.t All ot 
these 
towns are 


pitched in 
little 
valley which, 


roughly speaking, is five mles wde 
and sxty-nve long — a 
valley whch 


probably produces more wealth than 
any other similar area in the world. 


All the 
anthracite 
coal in the 


world ia in thla little valley. During 
all the ages, 
when 
the geologic 


forces of the past were working to 
fashion the 
world of the present. 


there was apparently but one spot 
where conditions 
were such as to 


form thi;i black 
rock that burns. 


Soft coal ta far-flung, but anthracite 
exists here only in marketable quan- 
tities. 
Beneath the floor of this valley 


there are from eight to twelve layers 
of coal, from two to twenty feat 
thick, aad running down nearly two 


Bat the complexion of the popula- 


tion haa greatly changed from the 
original mixture' of English and 
Dutch. First tbo Irish and the 
W-uah came into ttie coal flelda and 
worked these mines. A generation 
ago they bega*-<o be displaced by 
Hungarians, Russians, Slave and 
Italians. These b.avo come and are 
still coming by tens of thousands. 
Many of tbe workers here have been 
but a short time In America. About 
the mouth of each mine are posted

Serbian population, for 


the most part, remained at home.

prospect of getting back to their 
old homes. 
Owing to the lack of 


rolling stock, they are obliged to 
itravel la freight cars, but with the 
warmer weather the discomfort of 
this is mitigated.

patriation. 


The Serbian farms, which have! 


foene badly neglected since the out- 
break of the war, are now being cul- 
tivated.

Hunxarians have brought numbers 
oC steam-plows into the country, and 
the soldiers are everywhere at work, 
plowing and sowing.
